A lot of hams use the balanced output from their T-net antenna 
tuner to drive their balanced transmission line. This is not 

an optimum configuration since the 4:1 balun in tuners like the 
MFJ-949, tries to divide the impedance by 4. 


Let's say we have a 102 £t physical-dipole fed with 450 ohm ladder- 
line. At the Imax (current loop) we see 25 ohms. Our balun is designed 
for 200 ohms. It tries to transform 25 ohms to 6.25 ohms which is not 
an efficient point for the balun or tuner. 


Away from the Imax point, reactance starts to mount, something our 
balun is not designed for. So in this common antenna system, how do 
we solve the problems? (This example is on 7.2 MHz with a 100 ft 
feedline. ) 


If we put a 285 pf parallel capacitor across the balanced terminals 

of the tuner, we will achieve a resistive 200 ohms because we are 
placing it 100 ft from the antenna at a PC-200 point. The balun likes 
the 200 ohms and the tuner likes the resulting 50 ohms. We can do this 
for our favorite frequency and use the tuner to achieve a match when 
we tune away from this center frequency as the SWR slowly rises. But 
the impedance seen by the tuner around this center frequency is well 
within its efficient matching range. 


What we have accomplished with a single capacitor makes the tuner see 
the same impedance that it would see with a 50 ohm half-wave antenna 
fed with 50 ohm coax, i.e. the tuner cannot tell the difference 
between our non-resonant length antenna and the resonant dipole. 


Actually, our 102 ft physical-dipole is better because the half-wave 
dipole impedance is not likely to be exactly 50 ohms but we force our 
102 ft system to be exactly 200 ohms AND we can do it for all the HF 
bands.

Fifty States in Fifty Days (FSFD) was a lot of fun, but it's over for this 
year. All is not lost, however, because the 50/40/30 challenge is coming! 


The purpose of the 50 states on 40 and 30 meters WAS challenge is to 
provide an opportunity for members to finish off their personal QRP WAS 
goal over the next year while still maintaining a balance between work, 
family, and ham radio. It is also an opportunity for members to complete 
QRP single band WAS, starting with 40 meters.

I've said from the beginning I'm no technician 


Spent about 8 hours yesterday and today assembling the 38 special, 
with the 5 watt mod. 


Put everything together, took my time. Everything looked good. Had 
to locate some caps -- no problem. Electronic supply house in town 
is moving. No TO-220 installation kits available, or 4-40 nylon 
screws either. OK, get them when it's ready for the case. Look at 
the board one more time. Hmmm. Are these electrolytics oriented 
right? No. Take them out, and reverse them. The banded end is 
xnegativex. OK, the folks said simple, not idiot-proof. 


Power on -- nothing. Oh sx*xt. The leads on the power cord are 
backwards! OK, no tragedy. Also forgot to turn on the power 
supply, so no power actually applied. Switched the power leads, 
turn on supply, and voila! Power. No smoke. 


Next step, align receiver. Uh Oh. No antenna available. OK, we 

just need a signal, right? Break out the trusty-rusty outbacker. 

Plug it up for 30m, attach to mount on vice grips, attached to the 
chain link outside. No transmitting, so no problem. Problem. No 
signals. Anywhere. 


Hmmmm. Perhaps this SWR thingy from MFJ can come in handy. Set it 
for 10.110. Lots of noise, but a signal, even through the dummy 
load connected to the 38S. Peak TC1 for max signal. Only one peak. 
Why? Unknown. Must continue. Getting late. Peak for max signal 
and leave it. 


Plug in key -- hit the key. No smoke. Ugh. Good. Connect 
wattmeter in line. No movement at all on meter. Is meter or rig 
broken? Dunno. 


Take it over to the computer, plug up the Probe Scope. Read 
instructions from three different sources -- no keying waveform. No 
voltage on output. Nice sidetone, though. Break out the DX-440. 


Signal is OK -- still not showing any power on the wattmeter, but 
I'm hearing it in the DX-440, from 10.103 to 10.126 or so. Not bad. 


Time to check voltages. Where was that paper? Oh yes, here it is. 
Thorough job by Paul to check all this. U1 looks fine. U2 -- pin 
11 keeps dropping on transmit, slowly. Starts at 6.6, drops to 3V 
or so over about a four second transmit period. Pin 12 and 13 show 
7.7 V rather than 5.6. Possible problem. Keep checking voltages. 
Hmmm. What about the transistor? Emitter looks good -- right on 
target. Collector looks good also on receive and Base is fine. 
What about transmit? Emitter ok. What about base? Boy this probe 
tip sure is sharp.

Marty immediately drops *EVERYTHING*x, and possibly has a myocardial 
infarction ...

No smoke. No "zap" points on the board, no apparent damage to any 

components. Nice heat smell, though. What's that noise? Tone, 

weak and whiney, coming from my headphones now dangling off the 

table near the floor. Unplug power. Need to ... regroup ... think

OK, have a smoke and relax. Maybe a wiskey. No, hands are 
trembling enough already. 


Recheck voltages on U1. 10V on pin 4. Pins 1, 2, and 3 on U2 also 
have 10V. Diodes are showing 10V. Regulator shows 10V. 


Checked the wattmeter -- it works. I didn't have RF out, or at 
least not enough RF to register. 


Seems like we (I) have another debugging contest on our hands. I'm 
pretty sure I shorted the transistor out somewhere along the way. 
May have had more problems than that. Have I fried the transistor? 
Are the ICs now just so much raw material for the glass factory? 


This is pretty frustrating, obviously. Any help would be 
appreciated. Seems prior to the zap, I had little if any recieve, 
and (apparently) no RF but a nice sidetone. Can't give any o-scope 
information. I think I may have zapped the Probe Scope in the 
process. Don't know. Like the radio, I didn't know what it was 
supposed to act like normally, so I cannot tell if it's broken or 
not. 


What can I do differently next time? (If there is indeed a next 
time -- not sure if kits are still out there, and even more not sure 
the wife will let me pop for another $25 bucks for the kit until I 
get a job ...) 


I do have a Radio Shack DSP I'll swap for a completed and tested 
38S, with or without case. Prefer 5 watt mod only. Actually, I can 
handle mods -- it's starting with no basis of something working that 
throws me.

I knew It was in the Handbook somewhere. I finally found it on page 
22.6 of the 1996 Handbook. I can't seem to find my books between 
1988 and 1996, so I can't tell when that became the "Standard". 


I personally have been using the Automotive Polarized type of connectors 
for years on all of my QRP stuff with good success. I have made all 
sorts of adapters and arrangements too interface with other connector 
plans as well. I use the model 270-026 2 conductor accessory cable 

12" long ($1.19) and the 270-025 4 £t DC fuse Cable. ($2.19) 

There is also a model 270-027 four conductor accessory cable 12" long 
that is useful as well. I much prefer these Rubberized end connectors 
over the ARRL Standard part 274-222. 


The Connector cables come with one male end and one female end. 

I use the end which has the Red Wire and Female Connector on the 
Power source and the end which has the Red Male connector as the Load. 
Mainly because this prevents the + Power source from accidently 
grounding out to a rig chassis, etc. 


I generally use the Inline Fuse Cable on battery packs. I can't 
seem to find the part number right now, but Radio Shack also has 


an Inline fuse connector which is HIGHLY Recommended for all battery 
packs. If you use a GATES or similar High Capacity Battery Pack, 

A FUSE is Manditory!! It is best placed right at the battery pack. 
You do not want to know what happens when a High Capacity Battery 
gets shorted at the terminal end. 


I have also made Polarity Reversing cables and Battery Charging 
cables and adapters using combinations of these connectors and 
Insulated Gator Clips. You can even make adapors to connect my 
standards with the ARRL Standards. 


I love this list, It has forced me to dig thru the books several 

times this week just to see if I could find the requested information. 
Since I get the Digest, I expect that the Questions have been thoroughly 
answered by this time. I hope my few additions help some others. 


Mike, When did the connectors become the ARRL STD? Just curious, since

Here it is, Ed.. 
Molex .093" pin diameter, 2-pin Power Connector (Radio Shack 4274-222). 


The FEMALE plastic connector body goes to the equipment, with two MALE 
pins in it. The power source gets the MALE plastic part, with two FEMALE 
pins (the hollow ones). That way nothing can brush against the hot 
power-source pins, as the female pins are slightly recessed in the 
mostly-solid connector body of the male plastic part. 

The plastic connector bodys have a pointed side and a flat side so that 
they are keyed, and the PLUS voltage goes to the pin nearest the pointed 
part of the connector body. It's easy to remember since the ‘arrow' of the 
connector shape points to the ‘'hot' pin. 


Ed, if you can plug that Molex in backwards (pointy end to flat side) 
without a hammer, I'll swallow it! I and friends here in Denver area 
have been using those as a standard for over 15 years now, and I've 
YET to hear of any mishaps with them. We even used them on equipment 
when I worked in the REA power industry! 


Plus they are available at every Radio Shack in the U.S., and are 
cheap. Argue if you want, but it's a standard that's already been 
in effect for years!

I took my General and Advanced on the same day at the FCC office in downtown 
LA in January 1971. I took my own keyer (Digi-key; three RTL ICs, anyone 
remember that one?) with built in homebrewed paddles. Sent for about 15 or 20 
seconds tops from his list and he said that was plenty, and I'd passed. The 
straight key that they had screwed to the table top was a run of the mill 
straight key, probably an E.F. Johnson or Bunnell. Everything I always heard 
and read at the time said not to start the sending test till you had the key 
(if you used their key) adjusted just the way you wanted it. 


As a sidelite to the day I took these tests, the General test had a schematic 
of a typical tube type oscillator/buffer/PA CW transmitter with half a dozen 
questions relating to the circuit. When I took the Advanced test 20 minutes 
later, lo and behold, the test had xexactly*x the same oscillator/buffer/PA 
transmitter with xexactlyx the same questions, but this time the schematic had 
transistors instead of tubes. I immediately started chuckling to which 
everyone else in the room probably wondered what was so funny about an FCC 
exam.

For the HW-16 receiver mods to increase the sensitivity, get 
out the schematic and look for R21 and R42. 


R21 was 22K. Change it to 10K. (I think 1W R is needed here) 
R42 was 5.6K. Change it to 51K. (Probably 1/2W will do here). 


How many of us still have the larger resistor wattage values 
in our junk box? I'll bet not many. 


It would be interesting for someone to take a tube receiver 

(I don't care which one, say a Heath, a Collins, and/or a Drake) 
and compare them to todays receivers in QRP rigs, like the OHR 
series, Wilderness, NN1G, etc. It would make interesting 
reading material.

Kris - Quads are great antennas, but I have to disagree with you on a point 


you made in your post of Mar 5; 


"1) Quads have lower angles of radiation than do yagis at the same 
height." 


This mystique of quads coming into their own and perfroming better than 
Yagis at low heights has been proven wrong by both measurement and 
modeling. The Quad is not discernably better or worse than the Yagi at the 
same height, low or high. 


Wayne Overbeck, N6NB(?) did a nice piece on Quads versus Yagis for Ham 
Radio Magazine years ago, May 1979 ?, in which he made field strength 
measurements at varying angles of radiation of both a Quad and a Yagi at 6 
M at varying heights. He did not measure any discernable difference in the 
angles of radiation. The tests were a very nice controlled scientific 
experiment. The article is recommended reading for anyone that can find it. 


There is also modeling that confirms these measurements, the latest being 
in the ARRL Antenna Compendium Vol 4 or 5 I think. I don't have the 
reference here at hand. I would be surprised if L. B. has not looked into 
this. L. B. ? 


This conclusion is not surprising. The angle of radiation of an antenna is 
determined by its radiation pattern in free space (absence of ground) and 
the reflection properties of the ground the antenna is installed over. The 
free space radiation pattern of the quad and Yagi both peak at the same 
vertical angle (0 degrees) and the ground is the same for both antennas 
(and hence the reflection properties) so the angle of radiation is 
essentially the same. 


The good reputation of the performance of a quad over a yagi is testimony 
as to the difficulty of getting the extra 1 or 2 dB from a 3 element yagi 
over a two element beam. The lower radiation resistance of the 3 element 
beam at the higher gains translates into higher losses. In fact, in 
Overbeck's study the 3 element tribanders were not significantly better 
than the two element tribander he used as a reference. 


Unfortunately Quads are difficult to keep up in most climates. For fixed 
beams they generally do not have this problem and are a good alternate to 
the Yagi.

Gang, 
It had to come.... 


Now that the Rainbow is out in the hands of avid kit builders reports of errors 
and clarifications are coming in. My thanks to Bob - WB2DHK and Dave - W6EMT 
for reporting them. Guess I won't be able to claim personal perfection this 
year! 


1. The printed circuit board holes for the 9 terminals for connecting 
off-board wires are under-sized. They are a No 56 hole and should be No. 57, 
a couple of mils larger. You can either try; to open them up a little to get 
the terminals to seat fully, or just press the terminals in as far as you can 
and be satisfied. They really don't have to have their shoulders flush with 
the board. They will be fine once soldered in place. The first 100 or so 
boards have the small holes. Later boardss will have this corrected. 


2. The holes for the toroid tap wires are a tight fit. While the holes could 
be enlarged, it is best to just make sure that the leads are twisted tightly 
and cleaned off when tinned so that they will fit into the existing holes. 


3. In figure 7, the "L" networks are labelled backwards. The top one should 
say "Z BELOW 50 OHMS" bottom one should be labelled "Z ABOVE 50 OHMS." 


4. In Figure 8 and on the printed circuit board, the terminals in the upper 
right hand corner of the board are labelled backwards. The top one should 

be labelled "GND" and the one right above the jumper block J1 should be 
labelled "50 OHMS." This error also appears on Figure 3, the EXTERNAL 
COMPONENT WIRING DIAGRAM. If you wire per the board markings, your coax 
center conductor and ground will be reversed, causing strange results! This 
error will be corrected after the first build of Rainbows (orders above # 300). 


5. Disregard part numbers on the glass-bodied diodes. They were ordered as 
1N34 and should operate as expected. Of course you *xdox have to note that 
the end with the prominent band is the cathode. 


6. The LEDS may be a loose fit in the Rainbow display SIP socket. If they 
are too loose, simply tin the LED leads a little with your soldering iron so 
that they are a little "thicker." Just don't heat them for more than a couple 
of seconds or the diodes may be damaged.

Scotty: 
One thing to consider is the antenna system itself. An automatic tuner is no 
panacea, if the antenna system is almost unmatchable. 


I suggest you review your antenna system, and if necessary modify it so that the 
tuner doesn't have to go to heroic measures to match a strange piece of wet 
string. 


This way you get faster and more reliable performance, both from the antenna 
system and the auto tuner. 


All the auto tuners I have been exposed to are L networks, with the capacitors 
switched to either the output side of the series L for impedance step up, or to 
the input side for impedance step down. 


Impedances up to a couple of hundred ohms are a piece of cake for the auto 
tuners. Likewise, maybe down to around 25 ohms or so. I would try to avoid 
extremes of impedance matching.

Was messing with my SLT a little today and found the cause of 
the REV meter movement when putting RF into the dummy load. 
It's probably been in a previous post, but since I've not seen 
much on the SLT lately, thought I'd put it up. 


The ground side of the 50 ohm load must have a direct connection 
to the chassis ground. On top of the board, I soldered a wire 
across the four leads of the four resistors (ground side) and then 
curled the end of that wire under the mounting post screw on the 
corner of the circuit board. The bottom of the post must also be 
fastened to the chassis floor with a second screw.

I downloaded the Voltage measurements posted by Paul NA5N regarding the 
38S. I find 7.8 volts on pins 12 & 13 of U-2 on receive. the voltage paul 
posted for these pin location is 5.6v 1 volt less than pins 9 & 10 
(6.6v) . instead of my voltage going down 1 volt it went up 1.2 for a 
grand total of 2.2 volts too high. any ideas guys as to why my voltage is 
too high and going the wrong way. I also have 7.8 volts on pin 1 of U-4 
hc240 it should be 5.6 HELP !! well I hope all this has to do with the 
receiver because it seems to TX fine the ears are poor for now. probly has 
something to do with those voltages uh.

I agree with you about those connectors somewhat. At least the 
rubber ones are designed for several amps, but the problem still remains 
that in most cases you have to buy them in pairs. Although if you go 
through the industrial supply houses, you can buy the seperate parts of 
the Molex types, but most of us just get them at Radio Shack-convenience 
has it's price. 

The Power Pole connectors do not have male and female ends ( or plug 
and socket ends or + and - ends). The end result is that any connector 
will mate to any other one- with the correct polarity, and ONLY the 
correct polarity, unless you break the housing. 

Our club has bought and installed over 400 of these that I know of, 


and I haven't heard on one instance where they have been cross-polarized, 
if the contacts are installed correctly in the connector. 

It is not necessarily the ultimate connector, but I sure like them a 
lot more than anything else for the money. It is just too bad they are 
not more readily available.

Thanks for the comments, I have seen those connector, but I still 
prefer the Automotive types. The plastic types tend to become brittle 
and break when exposed to cold and UV radiation. I have not thought 
much about the quantity pricing. I just seem to buy a few here and 
there when I see them at the right price. 


I have also thought of getting some of the Polarized connectors like 
those which are provided by Kenwood on my 742A. They are similar to 
the molex connectors but have Blade type connectors and are better 
for higher power. On the other hand, what do I need with High Power 
connectors? Every thing that I own is QRP, except the 742A and an 
old EICO 720 TX.(Packed in a box around here somewhere). :-) 


I used the Automotive Type with my Heavy Duty Power cable for my 
portable Laser. (HE). I used a set of "GATES" Hi Capacity Cells 
installed in a 30 Cal. Ammo Can with an IN-Line Fuse and a power 
cable made up of #10 Welding Wire Type Rubber Sheathed Power 
cable. It has The Automotive type Connectors spliced on both ends. 


I wish I could remember where I got that wire, It is Great. 

It makes a great extension cable as well. Im not sure, but the name

Nothing about my comments was meant to be personally critical Mike. But you 
most certainly can manage to get the pins in contact with each other-and 
that is all it takes for nicads. Besides which, that is not the point. The 
point is that for anything more than a couple of amps (OK, maybe 3 or 4A is 
OK) Molex connectors are a poor choice, period. My understanding of most 
modern mobile rigs is that they run 40-50W output, and therefore probably 
require a minimum of 75W at 12VDC. That is over 6 amps and-I repeat: for 
that current, ordinary Molex is a poor choice of connector. The 
specifically designated Molex power connector line-at twelve amps 
capability per connection-would probably be ok-but that is not the 
‘standard' that was recommended.

Zack, 


I glued together the Molex power connectors (yes, the ARRL recommended 
standard ones) a long time ago with some two-part epoxy. I wanted to fix 
the pins in place so they didn't move about when using them, since the 
retaining spikes on the push-in connectors only hold so much. 


I pushed the glue into the back of the assembled connectors, being 
careful not to get too much in that would permanently glue both sides of 
the connector together. In this way, the wires were also sealed and 


securely "stuck" to the connector body. It's kind of a strain relief I 
guess you might say. 


Not sure if this is what you meant, but I think epoxy is a good way to 
go. It won't harm the nylon body of the connectors, but does seem to 
stick to it OK. 


I have also had good luck with a product called JB Weld, available in 
several versions 

for fast or slow curing times. The glue used in the molex connectors 
mentioned above was the clear two part epoxy from Devcon.

Its purpose is to fill the small imperfections in the 
surfaces and thus provide better heat transfer. Using to much is wasteful, 
messy and will actually provide less heat transfer. 


Note: Some semiconductors have their emitters connected to the metal body. 
Examples are MRF479, MRF477 (TO 220 type cases) and most flange mount devices. 
Check you data book. If the emitter is at ground potential in your circuit, 
use only a thin application of heat sink compound (do not use insulating 
washers).

A couple of ideas come to mind. First, people did not acquire as much 
knowledge as rapidly as now. You learned the fine points of the art by years 
of practice, conversation, reading, questions, etc. Today, you watch the 
discourse on a continuos basis - sort of like siting in the granddaddy of all 
QRP forums every single day of your life. 


Second, we develop the state of the art more rapidly. The rate of change is 
so much faster today than it was only 15 or 20 years ago. One reason for that 
rapid rate of change is instantaneous idea exchange. When 1000 QRPers are 
looking at a thread and someone asks a question, answers are immediate. Some 
are old news, some are revisions of old news, and a few pop forth with a new 
idea altogether.

For decades, the stock brokers 
knew that instant info was necessary in their business. To provide that 
immediacy, they had analog lines installed between all the brokers in all the 
Wall St. Houses.

A comment about John"s recent query about using the WARC bands for 
contest activity. Larry is correct in one part about the small size of 
the existing bands (30 Meters is only 50 Khz and over half is now 

taken by digi modes)and it does give the non-contesters some respite 

from the frenzied activity on the other bands during a contest. One 
other reason for not having contests on 30 meters is that the band is 
still a 1st priority Commercial usage band, with Amateur services as 
secondary.

Recently, I have become interested in QRP entry.

QRPp in major contests. I hope I am as fortunate, 

but lack the skill. Hopefully it will be fun learning 
and adjusting. With sunspots on the rise, timing may be 
on my side. 


Anyway, QRP operation in the North American QSO 
Party (NAQP) has received some attention and QRP 
entries are flagged, but no there is not yet a 
QRP class. The National Contest Journal (NCJ) 
has mentioned that if activity and interest does 
continue, serious consideration will be given to 
an entry class. 


RTTY is another of my interests and there have 
been a proliferation of contests. Some folks 
are asking for a few "off" weekends as there is 
a "major" RTTY contest every month. 


If you look internationally at a contest schedule 
there are multiple contests every weekend. I ask 
you to check the LAQHW contest page for the most 
complete compilation of information that I have seen. 


RTTY is a different mode and must have a seperate 
contest (e.g. NAQP RTTY started last year). Maybe 
rather than more contests, simply move "QRP Contesting" 
into mainstream status. Afterall, it is CW and SSB and 
compatible with the mainstream contests. It would seem 
silly to propose a NAQP QRP since NOBODY can exceed 150w. 


At one time, Field Day was permitted on WARC bands, but 
recall that Field Day is an "Operating Event" and NOT a 
"Contest." There are no plaques! It has been quite 
interesting to watch the "self-policing" and peer pressure 
with respect to the "contest-free" area on 20m recently. 


IMHO, WARC bands should NOT be used for "contests" or 
"operating events." QRP operation is quite welcome in most 
major mainstream contests and perhaps the organizers should 
be contacted in those other cases IF interest exists.

My primary interest in QRP remains as operating on battery 
power, making casual QSOs, from our remote ranch QTH when I 
get the rare opportunity to get away and go there.
